The Lord Jesus while He was 
here on earth was constantly on 
the search for lost souls, and we 
repeat what we gave last Sunday, 
that Luke 19:10 is the key verse 


“For the Son of man is come io 
seek and to save that which was 
lost.’”’ Christ came to seek lost men 
and women, and it was for this 
reason that He came down among 


save them. Christ ever sought out 
opportunities to come in contact 
with the unsaved. I just read you 
here how the Pharisees sneered at 
Christ. They said, “He collects 
around Himself the vile and out- 
casts and mingles with sinners and 
even eats with them.” Well ,thank 
God, that He did. 


Now this fifteenth chapter of 
Luke tells us in parable form the 
heart of His message here on 
earth, to seek and to save that 
which is lost. This chapter beau- 
tifully answers the Pharisees about 
His receiving sinners. 


This chapter is frequently called 
“the lost and found chapter.” Will 
you take your pencil or pen and 
underline four verses in this chap- 
ter and you will have it all right 
there before you. Notice the’ re- 
currence of these words. Let’s turn 
to Luke 15:6, here it is: “And 
when he cometh home, he calleth 
together his friends and neigh- 
bours, saying unto them, Rejoice 
with me; for I have found my 
sheep which was lost.’’ Found and 
lost. Dropping down to the ninth 
verse in the parable of the lost 
silver coin, “And when she hath 
found it, she calleth her friends 
and her neighbours together, say- 
ing, Rejoice with me; for I have 
fuund the piece which I had lost.” 
And then in reference to the prod- 
igal son we go down to the twen- 
ty-fourth verse; “For this my son 
was dead, and is alive again; he 
was lost, and is found. And they 
began to be merry.” And then in 
the thirty-second verse, “It was 
meet that we should make merry, 
and be glad: for this thy broth- 
er was dead, and-is alive again; 
end was lost, and is found.” 


I keep bearing down on you that 
when you read the Bible and find 
the recurrence of a thought over 
and over, or the recurrence of 
words over and over, that you un- 
derline those words and you will 
have what the Holy Spirit is try- 
ing to teach you.

From the fifteenth chapter of the gospel of Luke, I want 
to read to you just in a moment the first seven verses. May 
I ask you praying friends in radio-land to pray. It is so easy 
to preach when God’s people pray. The Holy Spirit can ap- 
ply the Word that much better and bring conviction. We 
are not putting on this hour for entertainment; we are put- 
ting it on for the souls of men and the glory of Christ. 

"Then drew near unto him all the publicans and sinners for to 
hear him. And the Pharisees and scribes. murmured, saying, This man 
receiveth sinners, and eateth with them. And he spake this parable 


sweetly at the front and said, “I 
want to receive Christ as my per- 
sonal Saviour.’’ Oh, make the mes- 
sage simple and plain! 


One Subject of Thought — Lost! 


Now please notice the one sub- 
ject of thought to the man who had 
lost the sheep. Of course, it sets 
forth the one thought of. our Lord, 
the good Shepherd, when He-~-sees 
a man lost to holiness and happi- 
ness by wandering into sin. Here 
is the picture, the Shepherd look- 


ing over His flock. He had one hun- , 
dred of them, but He can only 


count ninety-nine. He counts them 
again and notes that a certain one 
is gone, good, capable Shepherd 
that He is. “For the Lord knoweth 
them that are his,’ and He has a 
picture in His miad of every one 
of us. And the Shepherd had a 
picture of the wanderer in His 
mind. He says,” I will go.” He left 
the ninety and nine safely shel- 
tered. “‘But one sheep of mine is 
10st” He says, and the Shep- 
herd keeps repeating over and 
over, “One is lost,” and the Shep- 
herd cannot rest until He finds that 
lost sheep. 


To a tender-hearted shepherd a 
lost sheep is a pitiful subject of 
thought, for the sheep has left 
its place of shelter and safety and 
security and is utterly defenseless. 
if a wolf or a lion or a bear should 
come across its path, the defense- 
less sheep would be torn in pieces 
and devoured in an instant. There 
is no time to waste; the shepherd

1. DID YOU KNOW that Sev- 
enth Day Adventists do not get all 
of their teachings from the Bible? 
They get some of them from other 
human writings which they believe 
are as inspired and infallible and 
binding as the Scriptures them- 
selves. Mrs E. G. White was called 
the “Messenger of the Lord.” Sev- 
enth Day Adventist leaders regard 
her writings as “inspired.” The en- 
tire denominational ieaderships 
recognize Mrs. White’s writings as 
containing the authentic tenets of 
its “message” or creed. They have 
never been officially repudiated, 
and are the authorized teachings 
of Seventh Day Adventism. Her 
writings are regarded as prophecy, 
and many of the doctrines of Sev- 
enth Day Adventists are founded 
upon her writings and not at all 
upon Scripture. Where in the Bible 
is any teaching that keeping Sun- 
day is “the mark of the beast’? 
Where is there a verse of Scrip- 
ture that indicates that tithing is 
essential to salvation, that Seventh 
Day Adventists alone are the one 
hundred forty-four thousand Is- 
raelites mentioned in Revelation, 
chapter 7? Where in the Bible does 
any one get the idea that it is Sa- 
tan who will in the end bear all 
the sins of mankind, and that SA- 
TAN, NOT CHRIST, is symbolized 
by the “scape goat” of Leviticus 
16? 


Seventh Day Adventism, then, 
has no right to a place among de- 
nominations that accept the Bible 
alone as the infallible Word of God. 
It is a heresy, a false cult, with a 
false basis of authority. No wonder 
Seventh Day Adventists do not 
teach the eternal punishment of the 
wicked in Hell: No wonder they 
teach that it is a sin to eat meat; 
no wonder they teach that Chris- 
tians should keep the ceremonial 
Sabbath, Saturday, as commanded 
to the Jews! Like the Mormons, 
Christian Scientists and Moham- 
medans, all of whom claim to have 
other divine revelation from God 
besides the Bible, they are a false 
cult. That does not mean there are 
no Christians among Seventh Day 
Adventists. It means that their 
doctrinal basis is not founded upon 
the Bible alone, and so the princi- 
pal Bible doctrines are perverted 
by the intrusion of man-made doc- 
trines, including the teachings of 
Mrs. E. G. White. 


2. DID YOU KNOW that the 
most horrible plagues of God are 
solemnly promised against any who 
add to the revelation given in the 
‘Bible? 


Revelation 22:18, 19 solemnly 
tells us that the book of Revela- 
tion closes the canon of divine 
Scripture, closes the written reve- 
lation of God to men. That Scrip- 
ture says, “For I testify unto ev- 
ery man that heareth the words 
of the prophecy of this book, If 
any man shall add unto these 
things, God shall add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this 
book: and if any man shall take 
away from the words of the book 
of this prophecy, God shall take 
away his part out of the book of 
‘life, and out of the holy city, and 
from the things which are written 
in this book.” 


The terrible curse is that ‘Tf 
any man shall add unto. these 
things, God shall add unto him the 
plagues that are written in this 
book.” No one has a right to add 
anything as an anthoritative part 
of the written revelation from God, 
The canon of Scripture closed when 
John the apostle laid down his 
pen on the Island of Patmos! And 
neither has any_one a right to take 
from the canon of Scripture. God 
Himself finished it through His 
apostle John. Seventh Day Adven- 
tists, in depending on the writirgs 
of Mrs. White, and Mormons in de- 
pending on the book of Mormon, 
and. Christian Scientists in depend- 
ing upon the writings. of. Mary 


'| Baker Eddy, all have violated this

Why is the nation-wide weekly 
radio program “The Voice of 
Prophecy,” which is strictly a Sev- 
enth Day Adventist denominational 
program, seeking deliberately to 
teach their own peculiar doctrines 
— why is this program never an- 
nounced as the Adventist pro- 
gram? Why do they never mention 
the writings of Mrs. White and 
other books that they call “in- 
spired volumes” and ypon which 
they base many of their doctrines? 
Why do Seventh Day Adventist 
missionaries, when they go to a 
new town, never announce that 
they are Seventh Day Adventist 
missionaries? Why do they have 
“Prophecy Tabernacles” or ‘Inter- 
denominational Revivals” and nev- 
er tell their real doctrine and their 
real affiliation until they gain some 
adherents and subtly undermine 
the faith and pervert the doctrine 
of believers to get them to leave 
other churches? Why do they pros- 
elyte continually without admitting 
their identity until they have poi- 
soned the minds of their hearers? 


Why is Seventh Day Adventist lit-_ 


erature (distributed by tens of 
thousands of copies) never marked 
as Seventh Day Adventist litera- 
ture? Baptists, Methodists, Catho- 
lics, Lutherans —all these, when 
they publish propaganda intended 
to defend their views or to make 
converts to their doctrinal position, 
gladly give their names and avow 
their doctrines and their purpose. 
Why do not Seventh Day Advent- 
ists do the same?. 


The answer is that if the pub- 
lic at once knew that these people 
claim other authorities, other rev- 
elation from God besides our Bible, 
that the denomination grew out of 
the Millerites who in 1844 and 1846 
gathered on mountain tops in 
white robes looking for the rapture 
which never came, that they still 
set dates, claiming that Christ did 
not enter into the holiest of all in 
Heaven until 1844; if the public 
knew that these Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists claim that only Seventh 
Day Adventists;are the chosen of 
God, His sole representatives on 
earth; that they accuse those who 
observe Sunday as having taken 
“the mark. of the beast’; if they 
knew that these Seventh Day Ad- 
ventists are really among those 
prophesied to come in the latter 
times, “giving heed to seducing 
spirits, and doctrines of devils.... 
commanding to abstain from 
meats, which God hath created to 
be received with thanksgiving of 
them which believe and know the 
truth” (I Tim. 4:1-3) —if the pub- 
lic knew this, of course they would 
not listen to Seventh Day Advent-’ 
ists. 


Do not be entrapped by these 
legalizers.

Meetings in Huntington, W. Va., East High School, } 
Sponsored by 20 Churches.

Dr. John R. Rice, long an advo- 
cate of union city-wide evangelis- 
tic campaigns, is confirming again 
and again the contention of many 
contemporary evangelical leaders 
that the day of revivals is not 
past.

SABBATH CEREMONIAL LAW. 


(Continued from page one) 


about the commands “Thou shalt 
not kill; thou shalt not comniuit 
adultery; thou shalt not steal’? 
You know that we are not free 
from obligation to do right about 
such matters. The moral law wa; 
not erased, not rescinded when Je- 
sus died. It was not nailed to the 
cross, crucified, killed. That was 
the ceremonial law which lost its 
force when Jesus died because it 
was already fulfilled. 

So verse 16 above plainly says 
Christians are not to be judged 
concerning these ceremonial laws. 
“Let no man therefore judge you 
in meat, or in drink, or in respect 
of an holyday, or of the new moon, 
or of the sabbath days.” 

Leviticus, chapter 11, named as 
part of the ceremoniai law a:num- 
ber of animals that Jews were not 
to eat, such as pork, fish that did 
not have both fins and scales, etc. 
And in that connection Jews were 
plainly told that if the lizard, snail, 
mole or other such animals which 
were ceremonially unclean, should 
fall into an earthen vessel, then 
the water of that vessel would be 
likewise unclean, and the vessel 
must be broken. Leviticus 11:34 
says, “Of all meat which may be 
eaten, that on which such water 
cometh shall be unclean: and all 
drink that may be drunk in-every 
such vessel shall be unclean.” But 
that ceremonial law concerning 
eating and drinking was nailed to 
the cross of Christ, and Colossians 
2:16 plainly says we are not to 
be judged concerning those die- 
tary rules of meat and drink. 
Likewise, Christians are not to be 
judged “in respect of an holy day, 
or of the new moon, or of the 
sabbath days.” These ordinances 
were nailed to the cross. They are 
taken out of the way! No Chris- 
tian must~ allow himself to be 
judged by these ceremonial laws 
which were fulfilled completely 
when Jesus died. 

Then verse 17 says plainly that 
all these ordinances “are a shadow 
of things to come.” That is what 


ceremonial laws are —a shadow | 


or symbol or picture or object les- 
son. But when Jesus died, the body 
itself has come, of which the oth- 
ers were a shadow. Now we have 
Christ, and He has fulfilled those 
ceremonial laws, they are all 
nailed to the cross, and Christians 
must not be judged by the cere- 
monial Sabbath of the Jews. So 
the Scripture plainly commands. 

2. The second proof that the Jewish 
Sabbath, Saturday, is a part of the cere- 
monia! law and never commanded to New 
Testament Christians is the fact that the 
Scriptures plainly say the Sabbath was a 
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special sign between God and the children 
of Israel. | 

In Exodus 31:12, 13 is this plain 
statement, 

“And the Lord spake unto Mos- 
es, saying, Speak thou also unto 
the children of Israel, saying, Ver- 
ily my sabbaths ye shall keep: for 
it is a sign between me and you 
throughout your generations; that 
ye may know that I am the Lord 
that doth sanctify you.” 

In verse 13 God says, “Verily my 
sabbaths ye shall keep: for it 1s 
a.sign between me and you 
throughout your generations, that 
ye may know that I am the Lord 
that doth sanctify you.” The word 
sanctify means set apart. So Is- 
rael is set apart from other na- 
tions. A sign of this separation of 
the Jews from the Gentiles is the 
Sabbath. 

In verses 16 and 17 the Lord said, 
“Wherefore the children of Israel 
shall keep the sabbath...It is a 
sign between me and the children 
of Israel for ever.” 3 

In Ezekiel 20:12 the Lord says, 

“Moreover also I gave them my 
sabbaths, to be a sign between me 
and them, that they might knuw 
that I am the Lord that sanctify 
them.” 

Thus again we are plainly toid 
that the Sabbath is a special sign 
between God and Israel, a sign that 
they are God’s chosen people, set 
apart from other races. | 

Now all the ceremonial law was 
just that; a special command for 
Israel and not for other nations. 
Circumcision was likewise a sign 
between God,and Israel. So were 
the Jewish dietary laws. So were 
the Jewish sacrifices. So was the 
Levitical priesthood. Ceremonial 
laws were laws for Jews only. 

How different from the moral 
law! “Thou shalt not kill’— that 
is for the whole world. “Thou shait 
not commit adultery’’— that is fo: 
the whole world, too. “Thou shait 
not steal’’— that too is for all man- 
kind. No nation, no race of people 
in the world could ever say, “We 
are the people God conmanded not 
to lie and steal and kill. It is a 
special sign between our nation 
and God.” Nobody could say that 
the moral law was given to any 
particular class of people. It is” 
universal in its scope, and applies 
to all alike. But of the ceremonial 
laws the Jews could well say, “We 
observe circumcision — it is a 
sign between us and God that we 
are His separate people. We ob- 
serve the sacrifices, the feasts, the 
Jewish dietary laws. They are 
signs between us and God, given us 
as a chosen people.” And in exact- 
ly the same way the Israelites 
could say, “We are commanded to 
observe the Sabbath. It is a sign 
petween us and God, a sign that 
God has set us apart as a separate 
people to keep ceremonial laws 
as a shadow or symbol of things 
to come.” 

Thus the Jewish Sabbath, Sat- 
urday, was clearly part of the 
ceremonial law. 

3. The observance of the Jewish Sabbath, 
Saturday, is obviously only a ceremonial 
law since it is not a moral law written in | 
the heart of mankind. 


The moral law is universal and 
God has written it in the hearts 
of both Jews and Gentiles. Ro- 
mans 2:14-16 says, : 


“For when the Gentiles, which 
have not the law, do by nature the 
things coniained in the law, these, 
having not the law, are a law unto 
themselves: which shew the v ork 
of the law writen in their hearts, 
their conscience also bearing wit- 
ness, and their thoughts the mean 
while accusing or else excusing one 
another in the day when God shall 
judge the secrets of men by Jesus 
Christ according to my gospel.” 


You see that Gentiles, even if 
they never heard the law, never 
heard the Scripture, never heard 
a gospel sermon, yet have con- 
science which bears witness in 
them. A negro in Africa who never 
heard the gospel knows that it is 
wrong to kill, to lie, to steal, to 
commit adultery with another 
man’s wife. He has an innate sense 
of right and wrong. That is one 


reason that heathen people every- 


where know that they are sinners. 
God has written the moral law in — 
their hearts, and though they do 
not well heed this law, it will bear 
witness against them in the day 
of judgment, the Scripture rays. “a 

Now a heathen negro in Africa, 


or an American Indian, or any sav- 
age who never heard the gostel,

ing their way safely back home. 
But a sheep will wander on and 
on in endless mazes and be lost. 
It is too foolish a thing to think 
of returning to the place of safe- 
ty. Now God compares us in sin 
to sheep-for ‘All we like sheep 
have gone astray; we have turned 
every one to his own way....” 
Oh, you may be so smart, so in- 
tellectual, so highly trained, but 
in reference to God and things 
spiritual you are like the sheep, 
defenseless and without sense to- 
ward God. 


A sheep is also shiftless. Now a 
camel can sense water afar off. A 
vulture can find its food from enor- 
mous distance in the stratosphere 
above. But the sheep can find noth- 
ing for itself. Of all wretched crea- 
tures, a lost sheep is one of the 
worst. 


‘ What makes the good and great 
Shepherd so concerned over the 
loss of one of His flock? Here it 
is. You will catch it here in this 
argument which He uses. The 
» Shepherd is not a shepherd in the 
sense that He is a hireling, but He 
is the owner-Shepherd. ‘What man 
of you having an hundred sheep 

...’ Why, the sheep are His very 
own. They were purchased at a 
great price, His life savings went 
into that purchase of those hun- 

- dred sheep and the sheep cost the 

_ ~owner-Shepherd a great deal. So 
it is with man that is carnal, sold 
under sin into the slave market, 
under bondage to another, in: the 
hands of his enemy, Satan, who 
is going about as a roaring lion 
seeking whom he may devour. The 
sinner is Christ’s rightful proper- 
ty, and Christ paid a great price 
for your redemption, the cost of 

’ His own blooa. Christ laid down 
His life and died for you sinners, 
and He endured the cross, despis- 
ing the shame because of His love 
for the sinner. Yes, your sin and 
my sin nailed the Lord Jesus, the 
good Shepherd, to the cross. 


Now there is another reason for 
the Shepherd seeking out the lost 
sheep, that is His compassion, His 
great love, for He knows what sin 
will do, the terrible woundings that 
come from sin, and that a sinning 

soul cannot escape the results of 

Sin unless he repents and comes 

back to the Father’s house. He 

knows that if sin is endured in 
and pursued it will end in eternal 
separation and unless rescued the 
sinner will stay in that blackness 
of separation forever and forever. 

I will never forget a little inci- 
dent that happened years ago at 

Huntington Lake. A little child 
some ten years of age one after- 

noon about four o’clock wandered 

away from the camp, and the cry 
went out, “There is a child lost!” 

There were about five thousand 

hard-working miners up _ there 

working, driving a tunnel to bring 
water to Huntington Lake. When 
the word went out that a child 
was lost, over a thousand of these 
men gave up their evening enter- 
tainment and time of rest. Group- 
ing themselves in groups, with 
lighted lanterns, they went out 
over the steep rocks and the high 
Sierras. At four o’clock in the 
morning one group found the lit- 
tle child under a ledge of rocks 
sound asleep. I thought to myself 
that if one thousand hardened rock 
miners can give up an evening’s 
rest and sustenance and time of 
refreshment to go out and seek 
one lost child, how we -as mem- 
bers of the body of Christ should, 
with the lighted lamp of the Word, 
go out into the highways and py- 
~~ ways and seek sin-sick souls that 
; will go out into eternal separation | 
_ without Christ unless they are 
found! God help us to get busy. 
» I want to say, it is a very trite 
_ Saying, but oh, the force of it, 
t that every soul outside of Jesus 
Christ is lost, lost for eternity 
~ without hope and without Christ 
_ and without God. 


| .,Mow all this leads me to“ 


_ One Object of Search — Lost! 
Please note first of all that it 
. was a definite search. The Shep- 
_- herd goes after the sheep and noth- 
_ ing else. That one lost sheep is the 
_ object of the Shepherd’s search. 
He does not rest until He finds 
_ it. He does not waste time, He 
' is not taken up with side issues, 
_ with the affairs of this world and 
_ with the cares of this life and the 
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| THE ONE LOST SHEEP 


and right in their place. But there 
is just one definite object, and that 
is to seek out the lost sheep. We 
are God’s under-shepherds, and 
our main business should be to 
seek out the lost. We are taken up 
with a lot of secondary things, 
good in themselves but not the 
best. But I want to say again that 
the main object of every one that 
is born again should be to seek 
and to save that which is lost, 
and to bring them to Christ. 


Then note that it is an absorb- 
ing search. He is thinking of noth- 
ing but His own lost sheep. So 
even though the way was rocky 
and the banks‘ were steep and 
rough, or even wild beasts were on 
every side—all this spurs the 
Shepherd to greater activity. “My 
sheep is lost!’”’ And so Christ when 
He came here upon earth set His 
face toward Calvary, endured the 
cross, despising the shame, He bore 
the false accusations and endured 
Gethsemane, and sweat as it were 
great drops of blood. Why? Be- 
cause He loved me. 


Then note it is an active and 
personal search. He goes until He 
finds it. He did not send a hired 
person, but went Himself. 


Then I want you to see the note 
of perseverence — “until he finds 
it?’ He does not stop until the 
work is accomplished. No hint of 


failure, the search ends up in a 


successful search. “Rejoice for I 
have found my sheep.” 


One Lifting of .Love 


Now we have had one subject 
of thought, one object of search, 
and now we have one lifting of 
love in verse five: ‘And when he 
hath found it, he layeth it on his 
shoulders rejoicing.’”’ One of the old 
writers of ages past has put that 
verse as follows: ‘In Christ’s in- 
carnation He came after His lost 
sheep; in Christ’s life He continued 
to seek it; in Christ’s death He 
laid in upon His shoulders; in His 
resurrection He bore it on its way; 
and in His ascension He brought 
it home rejoicing.” 


Will you note, please, it is so 
simple, it is an uplifting action, 
lifting the fallen one from earth 
to a place above. And will you 
catch this, no word of rebuke, no 
chiding. When that man left Jeru- 


and fell among thieves and was 
beaten and bruised and left there 
wounded and half-dead, the priest 
and the Levite went by but they 
‘couldn’t help him.

There 
is not a word of chiding.God knows 
how deep in sin you are. There will 
not bea word of chiding if you 
come the blood-sprinkled way and 
say, “Oh God, be merciful to me 
a sinner and save me for Christ’s 
sake.” If you come back to the 
Father through Christ He will give 
you the best robe, the robe of His 
righteousness, and there will not 
be-a word of chiding. He will take 
your sins and wash them away: He 
will put them behind His back not 
to remember them. against you 
anymore forever.

SABBATH CEREMONIAL LAW

would know it is wrong to murder, 
wrong to steal; but would such a 
heathen savage know by something 
written in the universal of man- 
kind that his boy babies must be 
circumcised? Would his conscience, 
which never heard the Scripture 
nor even heard such a matter men- 
tioned as from ‘God, tell him that 
it was right to.eat beef or mutton 
but wrong to eat pork? Certainly 
not. Ceremonial laws were for 
Jews only and are not written in 
the hearts of people as is the case 
with the moral law. And in exactly 
the same way it is obvious that 
the Sabbath is ceremonial law. 
There is nothing in the conscience 
of people to tell them they must 
observe one day in seven as a Sab- 
bath, and that day of rest 
must be Saturday. No, no heathen 
ever feels impressed that he must 
keep the Jewish Sabbath or that 
he has sinned in not doing so, un- 
less some man has taught him 
that. Conscience certainly does not 
teach him that. 


Therefore the Jewish Sabbath, 
Saturday, is not the moral law 
written in the heart of mankind. 
It is ceremonial law, mefnt for 
Jews under ceremonial law, and 
for no one else. , 

4. The Jewish Sabbath, Saturday, was 
suitable for Jews in Palestine, but is not 
suitable for other lands of specially cold 
winters. 

In Exodus 35:3 is this plain 
command to the children of Is- 
rael, 

“Ye shall kindle no fire through- 
out your habitations upon the sab- 
bath day.” . 


A literal translation would be, 
“Ye shall burn no fire throughout 
your habitations upon the sabbath 
day.” The word here translated 
kindle is the Hebrew word baar 
and the simple meaning is to burn. 
For people to observe the Sabbath, 
they are simply to have no fire in 
their houses on the Sabbath day. 

Now that was no hardship upon 
the Jews in the land of Palestine. 
It would be a tremendous hardship 
in the northern part of the United 
States, -in Canda, and in other 
areas where the temperature goes 
down to zero and below. The truth 
is that Seventh Day Adventists 
and other who insist that we ought 
to keep the Jewish Sabbath fail 
in this matter every week. Num- 
bers 15:32-36 tells how a man who 
picked up sticks on the Sabbath 
day was stoned at the command 
of God for breaking that ceremon- 
ial law. But if we are commanded 
to keep that same Sabbath, then 
Seventh Day Adventists who shov- 
el coal in the furnace are just as 
guilty. In fact, anyone who kindles 
a fire of any kind on Saturday 
breaks this ceremonial law. It is 
foolish to say there is any moral 
difference in lighting a fire in a 
stove and lighting a camp fire, or 
that there is any difference in 
God’s sight between lighting a gas 
range by turning a knob and light- 
ing a fire other ways when the Bi- 
ble plainly commands those who 
are keeping the Sabbath command, 
“Ye shall kindle (or cause to burn) 
no fire throughout your habitations 
upon the sabbath day.” 

Obviously that is ceremonial law 
and was intended for Jews in Pai- 
estine before the Saviour died. It 
was never commanded to anybody 
but Jews, nor in any country but 
in Palestine. | 

5. The fifth proof that Sabbath keeping 
was ceremonial law, and not for Christians, 


is that the Sabbath day does not come at. 


the same time on a rotating world. 
Days are determined by the ro- 
tation of the earth. Every time a 
certain spot on the earth’s surface 
rotates into the light of the sun, 


it is another day. And whether we 


begin at midnight or at sunrise, 
the day begins at a different time 
on every spot on the earth’s cir-

For example, when it 
is midnight in New York City it 
is only 11:00 p.m. in Chicago, 10: 
00 p.m. in Denver, and 9:00 p.m. 
in Los Angels. And on the other 
side of the earth it is twelve hours 
later or earlier. 

Every time a person goes around 
the earth to the west, the days 
are longer, he loses an entire day, 
that is, he has one day less than 
the people had who'stay at home. 
Every time a man goes around the 
world to the east, the days are 
shorter and he passes the sun one 
more time, and has one more day 
than the people that stayed at 
home, two days more than the man 
who went around the world to the 
west! The man whe stayed at home 
rotated by the sun the regular 
number of times. The one who 
went around westward with the 
sun missed one time passing the 
sun, and the man who went around 
eastward against the sun, passed 
it one extra time. If all three men 
were trying to keep every seventh 
day as a Sabbath,-then the man 
why stayed at home might observe =... 
Saturday, the man who went west- 
ward would observe Sunday, and 
the man who went eastward would 
observe Friday! So you can see 
that people could not possibly keep — 
the same Sabbath, always observ- 
ing the seventh day, around the 
whole world. : 


For convenience an international 
date line has been fixed on the map 
of the Pacific Ocean. On a vessel 
going west, suppose it is Friday 
night and just at midnight as they 
come to the international date line. 
It is time to begin observing the 
Sabbath. Or if you prefer, have the 
time at sundown Friday, as the 
Jews began their Sabbath at sun- 
down. But as the ship comes to 
the international date line and 
crosses it, going west, the time 
changes suddenly from Friday to 
Sunday! Saturday is eliminated al- 
together. How then would you keep 
it for a Sabbath? 


Suppose the same ship comes 
back the next week, approaching 
the international date line just at 
the close of Friday, ready to begin 
the Jewish Sabbath. As they cross 
the International date line com- 
ing east, the time suddenly chang- 
es from Friday night to Thursday 
night. It is the beginning of Fri- 
day again instead of. the begin- 
ning of Saturday! So, people cross- 
ing the international date line east- 
ward have two days alike, by our 
weekly calendar. Going westward 
they lose one day entirely. Now 
shall our Seventh Day Adventist 
friends fail to observe a Sabbath 
going west? Coming east shall 
they observe two Sabbaths, two 
days in succession? If so, then 
they are not keeping th seventh 
day for the Jewish ceremonial com- t 
mand was, “Six days shalt thou 
labor and do all thy work, and the 
seventh is the sabbath.” (Ex. 20: 
9, 10). If they follow the date line 
they miss a Sabbath. If not, t 
seventh day is always. differen 
thereafter. ! 

Obviously God never intended 

this Jewish Sabbath day of rest 
to be strictly kept by all the world. 
He did not command it to all the 
world! He commanded it’ to Jews . 
in Palestine Now can you imagine 
any circumstance of travel mak- 
ing it necessary, even for one time, 
to worship idols commit adultery 
or murder? Certainly not! Moral 
laws-are universal, unchanged by 
climate, position on the earth or 
nationality of the people involved. 
So the Sabbath command is cere- 
monial law, for Je only, in the 
limited area of Palestine, under 
Judaism. | | 

Palestine is less than one hun- ‘ 
dred miles across, There isnot over’ 
four minutes difference in sun time | 
on the eastern and western edges 
of Palestine. The rotatica of the 
earth could make no essential dif- 
ference in the observance of that 
ceremonial law among the Jews. 
But it makes the strict observance 
of it impossible around the whole 
world. And brother, God knew ex- 
actly what He was doing. 

The Jewish Sabbath, Saturday, 
was ceremonial law, not moral law. 
It was given as a special sizn te-
